Consolidated System of 

Schools To Be Tried. 

It deviWoped yesterday, follow- 
ing a conference between John 
R McFerran, chairman of the 
I.lucational Committee of the 
Commercial (’luh. and I’rof. H. 
II Cherry, of Bowling Green, 
president of the Western Ken- 
tucky N rmal School, that steps 
w ill !>• taken at once toward giv- 
ing lli c insolidated school sys- 
tem a thorough trial in one or 
two iv i., nties of the State. It 
a as an n. meed that Warren and 
Daviesss counties are being con- 
idered f>r the pioposed trial of 
the system. Such a movement 
according to the announcement 
w * i .Id tend to bring attention to 
,the idea and those who launched 
the project believe it will encour- 
age the adoption of the system 
throughout the state. Mr. 
Me F< rran has been advocating 
tin consolidated schools for sev- 
eral years. 

Opportunity for the establish- 
ment of the system has been af- 
forded by the State Legislature 
in the bonding law enacted at 
the last session, authoni/.ing the 
voters of any county to allow the 
issuance of county bonds in a 
sum not exceeding $500,000 for 
building schools. 

In Warren county, it is ix.int- 
od out. it would he advisable to 
erect a consolidated school at a 
central location in each of four 
districts, the building costing 
between *15,000 and $25,000. 
Grade courses in the common 
schools and a four year high 
school course, it is explained, 
would constitute the period of 
study with ample accommoda- 
tions for pupils in each division.

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CROWDS EXCITED AS AIRSHIP
